Gentleiv:en, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  14th  Annual  Report 
drawn  up  under  the  headings  requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 
A full  report,  with  survey  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area, 
was  made  fOx'  the  year  1942.  Special  attention  is  paid  in  this  Report 
to  the  subjects  of  water  supplies,  sewage  disposal  and  milk 
production. 

The  most  important  event  in  the  history  of  the  Council  for 
many  years  took  place  during  the  year — a complete  survey  of  the 
water  supplies  and  requirements  of  the  district,  with  schemes  and 
estimates  for  providing  adequate  water  supplies  for  the  area  for  all 
likely  future  needs  (domestic  and  agricultural).  This  survey  was 
made  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  Arnold 
Brocksbank.  M.Inst.C.E.,  M.Inst.W.E.  / 

In  case  it  should  be  of  interest,  for  purposes  of  reference,  I 
have  endeavoured  to  summarise  the  report  and,  for  convenience,  have 
added  it  to  this  Annual  Report  as  an  Appendix  (A). 

If  the  recommendations  of  this  survey  are  carried  out  it  would 
tend  to  arrest  the  continued  decline  in  population  I have  to  record 
in  this  Report,  and  would  also  provide  for  the  agricultural  develop- 
ment of  the  district. 

Owing  to  other  pressing  duties  in  war-time,  there  has  had  to 
be  some  curtailment  of  the  development  of  Health  and  Sanitary 
Services,  but.  with  the  ending  of  hostilities  and  as  circumstances 
may  allow,  it  should  be  our  aim  to  resume  development  on  the 
progressive  lines  this  Rural  District  was  following  before  the  War.

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SECTION  A. 

STATISTICS  OF  NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF 

THE  AREA 

The  area  of  the  Rural  District  of  Bowland  is  83,272  acres. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  resident  population  for 
the  middle  of  the  year  1945  is  4,696,  a decrease  of  172.  Last  year  there 
was  a decrease  of  192  recorded,  and  the  year  before,  one  of  146.  The 
decrease  is.  of  course,  in  some  measure  due  to  call-up  of  men  and 
women  to  the  Forces  and  for  other  National  Service,  but  as  the 
following  table  shows,  the  population  is  lower  than  any  I have 
previously  recorded. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1945,  according 
to  the  Rate  Book,  was  1,470.

Agriculture  is  the  main  occupation  of  the  inhabitants.  There 
are  two  cotton  mills  in  the  district,  and  one  felt  works. 

The  atmosphere  of  part  of  the  area  is  polluted  by  fumes 
coming  from  a cement  works  just  outside  the  boundary.  Many 
complaints  are  received  owing  to  the  noxious  fumes  of  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  and  the  dust  which  emanate  from  the  chimneys  and  which 
are  carried  into  our  area  and  cause  nuisance. 

Rateable  value  at  1st  April,  1945,  was  £36,339,  an  increase  of 
£25  on  last  year  and  a decrease  of  £152  on  1943. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £148  13s.  Od.

The  death  rate  is  12.13.  There  is,  therefore,  a natural  increase 
(excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  population),  of  3.42  per  1,000,  as 
against  a natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1945  of  4.7  per  1,000  population. 


BIRTH  RATE 

The  birth  rate  was  15.55  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16.10,  so  that  we  are  0.55  below  the 
average.  The  present  rate  shows  a decrease  of  1.09  on  last  year. 

DEATH  RATE 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  area  of  residents  and  those 
belonging  to  the  district  who  have  died  elsewhere  was  57.  This  is 
equal  to  a death  rate  of  12.13  per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared 
with  11.50  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  0.63.  The  annual  death 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  1945  was  11.40.  The  death  rate, 
therefore,  is  higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales 
generally  by  0.73  per  1,000.

The  year  as  a whole  was  a healthy  one,  there  being  no  specially 
noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  apart  from  a mild  outbreak  of 
influenza  in  the  autumn  and  a continuance  of  epidemic  diarrhoea, 
both  diseases  being  prevalent  throughout  England  and  Wales 
generally. 

No  matter  arising  from  or  connected  with  the  War  appeared 
to  affect  the  public  health  apart  from  a considerable  degree  of 
nervous  exhaustion  which  was  widespread  and  the  result  of  war 
strain.

With  the  rise  -n  the  birth  rate  following  the  War,  it  is 
desirable  that  more  institutional  accommodation  s.iould  be  available 
for  normal  confinemems,  because  in  many  cases  facilities  for  home 
confinements  are  inadequate.  It  is  also  desirable  that  such 
accommodation  should  be  nearer  our  district. 

The  district  has  access  to  Langroyd  Maternity  Home,  near 
Colne,  and  to  Staincliffe  County  Hospital,  Dewsbury,  for  general 
medical  and  surgical  cases.  Tnis  is  a west  Riding  uounty  Council 
Hospital,  buc  so  far  only  one  case  has  been  admitted.  F'uller  use 
should  be  made  of  this  hospital. 

vi  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Council  continued  to  make  use  of  the  ambulance  of  Messrs. 
Tomlinsons,  of  Clitheroe,  on  the  rare  occasions  when  this  was 
necessary  for  civil  non-inf ectious  cases,  and  found  the  arrangements 
satisfactory. 

Most  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area,  however,  make  their  own 
private  arrangements. 

vii  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

As  indicated  in  1942  Report. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  opened  at  St.  Helen’s 
School,  Waddingoon,  under  auspices  of  the  County  Council  in  1939, 
continues  to  function  and  is  well  attended  and  appreciated.  Trans- 
port is  difficult  owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  area,  but  help  is 
given  by  the  District  Nurses  with  their  cars,  and  by  a few  other 
people.  It  meets  alternate  Thursdays. 

There  is  need  for  a similar  centre  at  Gisburn.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  there  was  prepared  and  issued  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Water  Engineer — Mr.  Arnold  BrooksbanK,  M.Inst.C.E., 
M.lnst.W.E. — a survey  of  water  requirements  togetner  with  schemes 
and  estimates  for  providing  for  all  luture  needs. 

The  Reporu  was  received  by  the  Council  on  September  24th, 
194§.  I have  endeavoured  to  maKe  a summary  of  it  which  will  be 
found  at  the  end  of  this  Report  (Appendix  A). 

The  Council  warmly  approved  the  scheme  in  general  and 
particularly  the  scheme  for  supplying  almost  all  the  southern 
portion  of  the  district  from  Waddington  Fell  by  gravity.  They  sub- 
mitted the  proposals  to  cne  West  Riding  County  Council  asking  for 
their  support  under  the  Water  Act  of  1945. 

Power  is  now  given  to  acquire  by  law  (where  this  has  not  been 
done  by  negotiation)  private  water  supplies.  It  is,  of  course,  the 
policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  encourage  local  authorities  to  do 
this,  and  it  should  be  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  acquire  by  negotia- 
tion or  by  statutory  procedure  an  increasing  control  over  the  supplies 
of  the  whole  district,  as  is  envisaged  in  this  report. 

Grindleton. — The  shortage  of  water  at  the  top  of  the  village 
has  now  been  improved,  and  by  the  procedure  adopted  there  has  been 
a saving  of  electricity  of  £50  per  annum  in  charges  for  the  booster 
pump.  The  water  consumption  however  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
needs  of  the  village.  If  this  could  be  remedied  the  electricity  charges 
could  be  substantially  reduced.  The  cause  of  ihis  excessive  consump- 
tion is  due  to  waste  at  the  lower  end  of  the  system,  i.e.  Sawley.  The 
most  likely  way  to  remedy  this  is  for  the  Council  to  take  over  Sawley 
supply. 

In  any  case  it  is  the  Ministry’s  policy,  and  rightly  so,  to  abolish 
private  water  supplies.  I would  urge  once  again  that  the  Council 
should  seriously  consider  this  matter 

Rimington. — ^As  the  Council  are  aware,  pipes  were  laid  to 
Stopper  Lane  about  ten  years  ago,  but  Stopper  Lane  is  still  on  an 
impure  supply  and  should  be  connected  with  pipes  laid  in  that 
hamlet.  The  Ministry  have  not  yet  replied  to  data  supplied  to  them 
at  their  request  on  March  22nd,  1943  ,in  which  we  were  able  to  show 
that  the  Council’s  supply  was  satisfactory.  As  Newby  is  supplied  by 
a well  and  is  close  to  Stopper  Lane,  the  Rimington  pipe  line  should 
be  extended  to  Newby. 
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Gisburn. — With  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  the  motor-cjach 
traific  through  the  village  has  assumed  large  proportions,  and  com- 
plaints have  oeen  again  received  regarding  shortage  of  supply.  The 
owners  of  the  supply  approached  tne  council  regarding  sale  of  tne 
supply;  arrangements  regarding  price  are  awaiting  the  "Engineer's 
Report  on  the  condition  oi  tne  mains  after  cutting  sections  or  tne 
pipes  for  inspection,  me  council  did  not  find  acceptable  tne  Hindiey 
Estate  Company’s  desire  to  maKTe  tne  sale  conditional  on  the  Council  s 
granting  free  supplies  to  certain  properties  in  the  area  supplied. 

Faythorne. — Ine  condition  still  remains  desperate  both  in 
regard  to  quantity  ana  quality.  During  part  of  the  year  some  oi  the 
water  had  to  be  carted  tor  domestic  consumption,  as  a result  of 
complaints  made  by  ratepayers.  A small  cnarge  made  for  this  supply 
was  not  willingly  met.  rn  view  of  the  danger  to  nealtn  in  drimting 
highly  polluted  supplies,  and  the  lengtn  of  time  likely  to  ensue  before 
the  carrying  out  oi  the  scheine  of  our  Consulting  Engineer  (Mr.  A. 
BrooksbanK),  the  inhabitants  of  this  village  and  Otner  similarly 
placed  villages  and  larms  in  the  district  snouid  on  tnis  account  instal 
lor  drinking  purposes  a small  inexpensive  iiiter  of  tne  Pasteur - 
Chamberland  type,  use  chlorination  or  boil  their  water. 

Gisburn  Fores*. — Representatmns  were  made  that  a spring 
near  Brackenhurst  Farm  mignt  meet  cie  needs  of  part  ox  tnis  area, 
and  this  was  investigated  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  found 
to  be  unsuitable,  as  it  would  require  pumping  and  chlorination.  The 
Surveyor  was  asked  to  submit  in  1946  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses  and  have  the  spring  gauged. 

Miiton. — Th-S  parish  is  short  of  wamr  cue  io  corrosion  in 
the  private  main.  A complaint  was  received  of  Siiorcage  during  the 
year,  and  the  owners  of  the  private  main  were  asked  to  take  steps  to 
remedy  the  position. 

Bashall  Eaves. — The  supply  is  sci.l  one  of  *he  most  unsatisfac- 
tory in  the  district  as  regards  quantity  and  quality.  1 found  the  small 
reservoir,  which  is  poor  in  construction,  supplied  by  a small  stream 

which  drains  water  from  a few  fields  and  road  gullies.  Some 
improvement  could  be  effected  at  little  expense  by  railing  off  the  small 
length  of  stream  in  which  the  reservoir  is  situated  so  as  to  prevent 
livestock  polluting  it,  as  they  cannot  fail  to  do  at  present.  Part 
of  the  supply  seems  to  come  through  an  earchenware  pipe  which  was 
broken.  If  this  was  put  right  and  steps  taken  to  clean  out  the  gully, 
some  improvement  should  result. 

Bolion-by-Eowland. — This  upland  surface  source  is  liable  to 
contamination,  and  were  it  not  for  the  new  water  scheme  for  the 
whole  district  that  is  under  contemplation,  recommendations  for  a 
more  efficient  type  of  filtration  than  the  type  in  use  would  be  made. 
Greater  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  livestock  gaining  access  to 
manhole  lids  covering  the  reservoir.  At  my  last  inspection  there 
appeared  some  danger  from  that  source. 

Dunsop  Bridge. — This  supply  was  offered  by  the  Duchy  of 
Lancaster,  subject  to  certain  free  supplies  being  allowed  in  perpetuity. 
As  this  was  against  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  matter 
was  deferred. 
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DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND 
PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

See  report  of  Mr.  J.  Hinchliffe 

During  the  year  a survey  of  the  sewage  requirements  of  the 
whole  district  was  made  by  Mr.  Arnold  Brooksbanic,  M.Inst.,  C.E., 
and  M.Inst.,  W.E.  The  full  report  is  lor  is  for  circulation  early  in 
1946.  The  scheme  is  a big  one,  but  there  are  certain  recommenda- 
tions which  sliould  be  carried  out  now  without  waiting  for  embark- 
ation on  the  whoie  project.  These  immediate  recommendations 
are  as  follows  : — 

BOLTON-BY-BOWLAND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

1.  Measures  should  be  taken  to  check  erosion  of  the  banks  of 
Skirden  Beck  as  the  scream  has  altered  its  course  and  may  wash 
away  part  of  the  works. 

2 “ The  existing  site  should  be  cleared  of  weed  and  the  dis- 
charge of  sewage  arranged  to  nave  at  least  half  tire  area  resting  at 
one  time  with  a periodic  change  over,  the  area  in  rest  to  be 
ploughed  as  soon  as  possible.” 

3 “ An  extra  half  acre  of  land  should  be  obtained  for  irriga- 
tion purposes.” 

4 “ New  settlement  tanks  should  be  provided.” 

GISBURN  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

Mr.  Brooksbank  reports  that  apart  from  less  urgent  alter- 
ations, “the  following  items  should  be  carried  out  immediately”:— 

(a)  “ Repairs  to  the  manhole  at  the  outlet  of  the  syphon  from 
which  sewage  .is  leaking  and  can  flow  directly  into  the  river.” 

(b)  “ Cleansing  out  of  the  syphon  by  rodding,  etc.,  to  remove 
deposited  solid  matter.” 

(c)  “ Clearing  of  site  and  arranging  to  use  half  the  area  at  a 
time,  the  remainder  resting  with  a periodic  change  over.  During 
periods  of  rest  the  land  to  be  ploughed  over  when  in  proper 
condition.” 

(d)  “Regular  cleansing  out  of  distribution  channels,  etc.” 

(e)  “Regular  flushing  of  sewers  at  manholes  provided  with 
flushing  penstocks.” 

“ If  these  recommendations  are  carried  out,  it  should  ibe 
possible  to  carry  on  without  nuisance  until  such  time  as  the  other 
works  can  be  put  in  .hand,”  he  concludes. 


WADDINGTON  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

“ Surface  water  should  be  restricted  as  far  as  possible  and 
investigation  made  as-  to  the  possible  source  of  infiltration  water.” 

He  reminds  us  that  there  is  only  one  storm  overflow  and  that 
this  is  a few  yards  prior  to  the  disposal  works,  and  our  attention 
is  called  to  the  fact  that  storm  overflows  on  the  sewer  adjacent  to 
the  works  are  not  now  permitted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  In 
order  to  prevent  the  land  from  becoming  ‘sewage  sick,’  and  in- 
capable of  dealing  even  with  the  dry  weather  flow,  we  are  urged 
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to  reduce  the  infiltration  as  far  as  possible,  and  after  this  is  done, 
carry  out  other  works,  the  nature  of  which  will  depend  on  the 
resultant  gaugings  after  reduction  of  the  infiltration  water. 
Gaugings  of  the  flow  should  also  be  taken  in  dry  weather. 

New  settling  tanks  may  be  required,  as  Mr  Hlnchliffe  had 
previously  foreseen. 

SCHOOLS.

I respectfully  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  work 
in  the  Sanitary  Department  of  the  Council  of  which  I am  directly 
responsible  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1945. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

During  the  year  36  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made 
as  follows  ;

Workshops  and  Workplaces  23 

36 

No  serious  sanitary  defects  were  found  on  inspection,  and 
the  premises  were  usually  found  in  a clean  and  sanitary  condition. 
No  notices  of  any  kind  were  served  on  owners  or  occupiers. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  whole  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  area  have-  been 
regularly  inspected  during  the  year  and  no  serious  shortage  was 
experienced.  Twenty  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  during  the  year  and  of  these  eleven  were 
satisfactory  and  nine  unsatisfactory.  During  the  year  I gauged 
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all  the  springs  connected  with  the  Wadding  ton  water  supply, 
springs  on  Tagglesmue  and  wnelpstone  Crag,  and  forwarded  the 
hndi  ngs  relating  to  quanticies  to  Mr.  Biooksbank  for  inclusion  in 
nis  report  on  tne  water  supply  for  tne  area,  which  was  subsequently 
presented  to  the  Council.  A new  H inch  main  was  laid  to  Long- 
lons  Farm,  Tosside,  during  the  year,  and  the  main  from  Bridge 
Bnd  Farm,  Rimington,  to  Mylah  Farm  was  relaid  with  a 2 inch 
asbestos  cement  main.  Alumina  tanks  have  also  been  renewed  in 
connection  with  the  filtration  plant  at  the  Rimington  water  supply. 
During  the  year  the  new  storage  tanks  and  mains  in  connection 
with  Grindleton  water  supply  were  completed,  resulting  in  a much 
better  supply  of  water  at  the  top  end  of  the  village. 

Paythorne  and  part  of  Gisburn  Forest  are  still  seriously  short 
of  water  lor  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  when  the  supply  is 
sufficient  it  is  usually  of  a very  inferior  quality.  The  declared  policy 
of  the  Council  in  taaing  over  privately  controlled  water  supplies  in 
the  area,  where  convenient,  should  be  carried  out  as  opportunity 
arises,  and  in  this  connection  the  following  extract  from  a circular 
issued  by  the  'Ministry  of  Health  on  “ Water  Supplies  ” and  sent  to 
all  Local  Authorities  and  Statutory  Water  Companies  just  prior  to 
the  War,  points  out  the  importance  of  maintenance  and  super- 
vision 

“ The  Minister  of  Health  feels  it  incumbent  upon  him,  in  the 
light  of  recent  experience,  to  remind  Water  Undertakers  of  the 
serious  responsibility  which  rests  upon  them  in  relation  to  the 
purity  of  the  public  water  supplies  which  they  control.  The  rela- 
tive immunity  from  serious  outbreaks  of  water-borne  disease  that 
the  country  has  long  enjoyed  must  not  be  allowed  to  obscure  the 
paramount  importance  of  taking  all  possible  steps  to  ensure  that 
this  responsibility  is  adequately  discharged  and  every  practicable 
precaution  adopted  to  safeguard  the  purity  of  supplies.  The 
Minister  has  no  doubt  that  water  undertakers  generally  will 
appreciate  the  need  for  maintaining  the  high  standards  of 
administration  which  are  rightly  demanded  in  a matter  of  such 
fundamental  importance  to  public  health,  but  the  results  that  may 
ensue  from  neglect  of  precautionary  measures  are  so  serious  that 
the  Minister  regards  it  as  his  duty,  at  the  present  time,  to  impress 
upon  all  water  undertakers  the  imperative  need  for  imremitting 
care  in  the  supervision  of  the  water  supplies  for  which  they  are 
responsible.” 

SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  works  at  Waddington,  Grindleton,  Bolton  and  Gisburn 
continue  to  function  fairly  satisfactorily,  and  only  one  adverse, 
report  was  received  regarding  effluents,  this  being  at  the  Wadding- 
ton works.  As  previously  pointed  out,  these  works  are  seriously 
overworked,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  sewage  passing  through 
the  sewers. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

These  are  carefully  examined  by  the  Rivers  Board  and 
Fishery  Inspectors  for  signs  of  pollution,  but,  generally  speaking, 
all  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  Council’s  area  are  exceptionally 
free  from  pollution  of  any  kind. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  in  the 
parishes  of  Waddington,  West  Bradford,  Grindleton,  Sawley, 
Bolton-by-Bowland.  Rimington.  Gisburn,  Newton  and  Slaidburn. 
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The  work  is  carried  out  very  efficiently,  and  compiaints  of  any  kind 
are  very  rare.  The  question  of  converting  the  remaining  pail 
closets  in  the  villages  of  Waddington  and  Bolton-by-Bowland  on  to 
the  water  carriage  system  is  one  which  the  Council  should  seriously 
consider  in  the  near  future.  This  work  will  entail  a contribution 
of  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost  of  the  conversions. 


SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

No  extensions  to  any  sewers  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 


NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Twenty-seven  plans  were  approved  by  the  Council  during  the 
year,  and  of  these  six  related  to  alterations  to  existing  houses  and 
two  to  new  houses  at  Sawley  and  Newsholme. 


SHOPS  ACT.  1936. 

This  Act,  so  far  as  districts  with  a population  of  under  20,000 
is  concerned,  is  administered  by  the  County  Council,  with  the 
exception  of  Section  10  (1)  and  13  (3)  dealing  with  light  and  venti- 
lation and  sufficient  and  proper  sanitary  arrangements.  No 
infringement  of  the  Act  has  come  to  my  notice  during  the  year. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  three  Bakehouses  in  the  district,  and  these,  when 
visited,  are  usually  found  in  a clean  and  sanitary  condition.  No 
notices  were  served  during  the  year  regarding  these  premises. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
and  the  Members  of  the  Committee  for  your  help  and  support  in 
dealing  wiith  the  various  matters  which  have  arisen  during  the

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTIONS. 

Six  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  notifiable  diseases, 
but  it  was  not  necessary  to  carry  out  any  disinfections. 

Four  houses  were  found  to  be  in  a dirty  condition  and 
were  sprayed  with  a special  insecticide. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Gut  scraping  has  been  carried  out  at  the  C.W.S.  premises  at 
Mitton.  Forty-three  inspections  were  carried  out,  and  the  premises 
were  maintained  in  a clean  condition. 


WOOD  HUTS  AND  CARAVANS. 

There  is  a total  of  47  wood  huts  and  nine  caravans  in  the 
area,  which  are  occupied  at  week-ends  or  for  short  periods  ,in  the 
summer.  Sixty-seven  inspections  were  carried  out,  and  in  all  cases 
it  was  found  that  the  structures  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  This  class  of  dwelling  is  not  showing  signs  of  increasing. 

There  are  no  scheduled  camping  sites  in  the  area 
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HOUSING,  DRAINAGE  AND  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

182  inspections  were  made  at  dwelling-houses,  and  struccural 
repairs  were  carried  out  at  45  houses. 

Drainage  was  reconstructed  at  three  houses  and  repaired  at 
seven  houses.  Choked  drains  were  released  at  eight  houses. 

Three  new  septic  tanks  were  constructed  and  repairs  carried 
out  to  three  existing  tanks. 

Four  pail  closets  and  one  insanitary  privy  was  abolished,  and 
seven-  new  water  closets  were  provided. 

The  Council  required  the  owner  of  an  empty  cottage  at  West 
Bradford  to  carry  ouc  the  terms  of  a demolition  order  -issued  in 
1936,  the  cottage  having  been  used  as  a store  during  the  W-ar. 

A closing  order  issued  in  1942  in  respect  of  two  rooms  form- 
ing part  of  a house  in  Newton  was  rescinded  by  the  Council;  repairs 
had  been  carried  out,  making  the  rooms  fit  for  habitation. 

A notice  under  -Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  for  rep-airs 
to  cottages  at  Grmdieton  was  not  complied  with.  The  Council 
therefore  carried  out  the  work  themselves,  charging  the  owner  with 
the  cost. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  MILK  SUPPLY. 

449  inspections  were  carr.ed  out  at  cowsheds  and  dairies 
which  have  resulted  in  a number  of  improvements  ana  repairs 
being  m-ade,  and  have  also  had  an  appreciable  effect  on  the  quality 
and  cleanliness  of  milk  now  being  produced  in  the  distr.ct.  Whilst 
it  cannot  be  said  that  the  premises  at  every  farm  are  ideal,  there 
has  been  a marked  improvement  in  cleanliness  and  methods  of 
production. 

Five  new  cowsheds  and  seven  new  dairies  were  constructed 
-and  seven  cowsheds  and  three  dairies  reconstructed.  Various  small 
repairs  were  carried  out  -at  17  cowsheds. 

Practically  all  milk  producd  in  the  area  goes  to  collecting 
depots  in  adjacent  districts,  and  no  complaints  were  received  that 
milk  was  in  a dirty  or  unsatisfactory  condition. 

There  are  376  farms  in  the  area,  and  milk  is  produced  for 
wholesale  distr.bution  at  345. 

Thirteen  applications  were  received  from  farmers  for  regis- 
tration as  wholesale  producers 

Thirty-two  retail  traders  are  registered. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  REGULATIONS. 

During  the  year  three  licences  v^ere  granted  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  production  of  “ Accred-.ted  ” milk,  and  14  licences 
for  the  production  of  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” milk. 

The  total  number  of  Designated  Milk  licences  issued  to 
farmers  in  the  area  is  81,  viz:  “Accredited”  62  and  “Tuberculin 
Tested  ” 1-9.  These  licences  are  for  the  wholesale  production  of  milk 
and  six  additional  licences  are  also  in  force  for  -bottling  at  the  place 
of  production.  There  are  no  licences  in  force  for  bottling  Desig- 
nated milks  other  than  at  the  pi-ace  of  production,  and  there  are 
no  pasteurising  plants  in  the  district. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  I have  received 
the  reports  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of  Designated  milk, 
which  show  that  out  of  115  samples  taken,  90  satisfied  the  pre- 
scribed tests. 
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FOOD  SUPPLY,  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  MEAT. 

Slaughtering  was  only  permitted  toy  the  Ministry  of  Food  at 
one  slaughter-house,  with  the  exception  of  casualties. 

Meat  is  sent  into  the  district  from  Clitheroe  and  Skipton 
distribution  centres. 

There  are  no  meat  stalls,  but  butchers  take  meat  round  the 
area  .In  covered  vans. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  one  slaughter-house  have  been 
inspected,  and  as  far  as  possible,  all  other  meat  entering  the  area 
has  also  been,  inspected. 

105  slaughter-house  visits  have  been  made,  199  visits  to 
butchers’  shops,  and  58  visits  to  farms  for  the  casual  slaughtering 
of  pigs. 

The  number  ,of  carcases,  including  offal,  examined  were  : — 
Beef  281  quarters.  Sheep  571.  Pigs  650. 

Total  weight  of  meat  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  : — 
1 ton  1 cwt.  1 qtr 

Percentage  of  the  number  of  animals  inspected  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  6.20% 

Percentage  of  the  number  of  animals  inspected  affected 
with  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis  46% 

The  inspection  of  food  at  shops  revealed  that  63  lbs.  Biscuits, 
23  lbs.  Sugar,  8 lbs.  Butter,  and  61bs.  Tinned  Meat  was  unfit,  and 
was  destroyed. 

FOOD  PRODUCTION  PREMISES. 

Sixty-seven  inspections  were  made  at  food  production,  pre- 
mises. which  were  maintained  in  a clean  .condition. 

Three  premises  are  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  and  12  prem.ises  are  registered  for  the 
preparation  of  preserved  foods. 

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS. 

A part-time  rat  catcher  has  been  regularly  employed  on  the 
refuse  tips  and  sewage  works.  . 

From  inspections  and  investigations  of  land  and  buildings, 
as  defined  in  the  Infestation  Order,  1943,  it  was  found  that  very  few 
infestations  existed,  and  it  was  not  necessary  for  ihe  Council  to 
carry  out  any  work  on  private  properties. 

Infestations  in  this  area  exist  chiefly  on  agricultural  land 
and  are  dealt  with  by  the  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 

Considering  the  shortage  of  materials  .and  restrictions 
imposed  during  the  year,  it  will  be  noted  that  progress  has  been 
maintained,  and  that  many  items  of  importance  to  public  health 
have  been  carried  out.

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SECTION  D — HOUSING. 


The  Council  made  application  to  the  Mmistry  of  Health  for 
three  pairs  of  Swedish  Timper  Houses  and  these  have  been  allocated. 
Sites  at  Dunsop  Briage  and  Bolton-by-Bowland  were  suggested  for 
the  erection  of  these  houses. 

The  Council's  programme  for  the  election  of  thirty  permanenc. 
houses  at  Rimington,  w aadington,  Grinaieton,  vVest  Bradxora  and 
Gisburn  was  submitted  to  the  various  Government  departments. 

A register  was  maintained  at  the  Council  Oifices  in  connection 
with  house-holders  having  accommodation  surplus  to  their 
requirements. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  at  Bolton-by-Bowland  and 
Waddington  lor  the  requisitioning  of  empty  cottages. 

IT  WAS  RESOLVED  that  a housing  survey  of  housing 
conditions  within  the  aistrict,  as  recommendeu  by  the  Ministry, 
following  the  issue  of  the  Hobhouse  Report  be  undercaKen. 


SECTION  E.  — INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISaON  OF  FOOD 
COW  POPULATION. 

From  iniormation  supplied  to  Mr.  A.  Brooksbank  by  the  West 
Riding  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  regaramg  farms  and 
cattle  stock  in  our  area  in  ia‘±o  i am  aoie  to  give  data  legarding 
the  above  classined  in  the  various  Pansnes  in  Appendix  e at  tn.j 
end  of  this  report. 

There  are  482  farms  in  the  area  and  about  126  of  these  are 
non-milK  proaucing  larms,  but  it  is  iikeiy  tnat  a considerable 
number  ot  tnese  Coula  be  turnea  into  milx  proaucing  larms  if  the 
necessary  ehort  were  made.  It  is  caiculatea  that  3,024, duo  gallons 
of  milk  are  produced  in  the  Bowiand  area  each  year 

DESIGNATED  MILK. 

There  are  altogether  in  the  area  875  registered  cow  keepers 
and  342  registered  milk  producers. 

Now  of  these  there  are  260  farms  registered  for  production  of 
ordinary  milk. 

There  are  63  farms  registered  for  the  production  of  Accredited 

milk. 

There  are  19  farms  registered  for  production  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk. 

(The  figures  given  are  for  early  in  1946). 

Therefore  of  the  342  registered  milk  producers  in  this  area 
already  5.5''^  are  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  18.4%  are 
producing  Accredited  milk,  a total  of  23.9%  producing  such 
Designated  milks  whilst  the  remainder,.  76.1%  produce  ordinary, 
i.e.,  Non-Designated  milks.  Tne  supervision  of  tne  production  of 
the  Non-Designated  milks  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Bowiand 
R.D.C.  The  supervision  of  the  production  of  the  Designated  milks 
is  the  responsibiUty  of  the  West  Ridiiig  County  Council.  The  staff 
of  the  Bowiand  R D.C.  give  assistance  as  requested. 

Our  figures  compare  favourably  with  those  in  Lancashire  and 
West  Riding  generally  where  the  average  is  approximately  2 per 
cent,  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  as  against  our  5.5  per  cent,,  and 
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for  Accredited  milk  11  per  csat.  as  against  our  18.4  per  cent.  ; but 
the  number  of  Tubercu'in  Tested  herds  throughout  the  country  is 
steadily  increasing,  and  it  is  expected  that  in  20-30  years’  time 
all  milk  will  be  Tuberculin  Tested. 

Farmers  would  be  wise  to  work  towards  that  end  because  cows 
which  are  so  fit  and  so  kept  as  to  be  tubercle  free  tend  also  to  be 
so  nt  as  to  resist  other  ailments,  and  so  fit  as  to  produce  more  and 
better  milk,  and,  in  the  long  run,  occasion  less  trouble  to  the  cow- 
keeper  and  are  more  profitable. 


T.T.  MILK  PRODUCTION. 

In  November  1945,  the  West  Riding  County  Council  circular- 
ised all  producers  of  Accredited  milk  in  the  Administrative  County 
urging  them  to  change  over  to  T.T.  production,  as  they  were  already 
favourably  placed  to  do  so  by  virtue  o^f  the  improvement  in  build- 
ings and  equipment  they  had  already  secured.  They  asked  your 
Council  to  co-operate  regarding  the  encouragement  of  Accredited 
milk  producers  to  become  T.T.  producers.  In  addition  to  the  public 
health  aspect,  the  financial  side  was  thought  to  be  attractive,  for 
whereas  the  price  of  ordinary  milk  at  that  time  was  2/3  per  gallon. 
Accredited  milk  was  2/4i  a gallon;  but  T.T  milk  was  2/7  a gallon, 
a quality  premium  of  4d.  per  gallon.  After  the  initial  expenses  of 
the  first  year,  this  could  easily  increase  a farmer’s  annual  receipts 
by  anything  from  £150  to  £600  a year  , according  to  the  size  of  his 
farm — the  latter  figure  for  a yield  of  about  100  gallons  per  day. 

It  was  felt,  however,  that  one  discouragement  to  the  farmer 
was  the  discovery,  on  enquiry,  thac  in  1945  nearly  all  the  T.T.  milk 
was  taken  to  depots  and  promptly  mixed  with  non-T.T.  milk.  It 
was  estimated  that  only  about  a quarter  of  the  T.T.  milk  produced 
in  the  area  was  sold  as  such.  However,  there  is  ’ reason  to  think 
that  these  conditions  were  temporary  and  due  to  shortage  of  staff 
just  after  the  war. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  not  only  to  increase  T.T.  pro- 
duction but  to  ensure  that  such  milk  is  marketed  as  T.T<  More 
propaganda  is  needed  to  increase  the  public  demand  for  T.T  milk 
' for  the  sake  of  the  health  .of  the  children.  The  extra  charge  to 
the  consumer  is  now  very  trifling.  A dirty  milk  cannot  be  made 
clean  by  pasteurisation. 

The  Council  decided  to  do  all  possible  to  increase  T.T.  milk 
production  in  this  area,  using  suitable  publicity  methods. 

CLEANLINESS  OF  MILK  SUPPLIES. 

1 — Designated  Supplies. 

During  the  War  it  has  heen  difficult  .for  full  supervision  of  the 
designated  supplies  by  the  County  Council,  owing  to  other  pressing 
duties.  I understand,  however,  that  the  County  Council  were  able 
to  examine  (with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Banner  in  part)  about  130 
samples  a year,  although  some  of  these  samples  had  to  be  sent  or 
taken  by  the  farmers  themselves,  and  this  could  not  be  called 
“ random  samphng,”  which  is  the  only  fair  method  of  control. 
There  is  also  considerable  evidence  to  show  that  sterilisation  of 
milking,  etc.,  utensils  is  not  carried  out  regularly  in  many  cases. 
Closer  supervision  is  required  to  ensure  this.  Now  the  war  is  over, 
however,  renewed  vigilance  may  be  possible. 

For  these  designated  supplies  (about  one  quarter  of  our 
Bowland  supplies  now),  tests  of  cleanliness,  etc.,  are  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  County  Council,  and  until  recently  the  standard  used 
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was  a bacteriological  one,  requiring  the  resources  of  a County  Bac- 
teriological Laboratory.  Under  the  new  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Begulacions,  which  oecame  operative  on  January  1st,  194:6,  these 
complicated  tests  are  to  oe  largely  replaced  by  a much  simpler 
colorimetric  method  called  the  “ Methylene  Blue  Test  ” A similar 
type  of  test,  " Phosphatase  lest,”  may  also  be  used.  Owing  to  the 
comparative  simplicity  of  tiiese  tests,  many  small  local  authorities 
carry  them  out  themseives,  or  associate  themselves  with  one  or  two 
neignbouring  authoritms  and  carry  them  out.  It  is  perhaps  worth 
considering  whether,  in  the  interests  of  closer  and  more  convenient 
supervision,  arrangements  could  be  made  to  have  such  tests  done 
nearer  at  hand  under  the  auspices  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  or  some  joint  authority,  because  the  return  journey  to  the 
County  Laboratory  represents  about  100  miles  of  travelling. 

2 — Non-Designated  Supplies. 

The  supervision  of  these  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Bowland 
Council,  and  they  still  constitute  about  75  per  cent,  of  the  milk 
output  of  the  area.  Here  again  full  supervision  has  been  difficult 
during  the  war  years  owing  to  other  pressing  duties,  but  here  also 
renewed  vigilance  may  now  be  possible.  The  Methylene  Biue  and 
Phospahtase  Tests  are  not  demanded  for  these  non-designaued 
supplies.  In  the  past  we  have  often  taken  a Sed.ment  lest  of 
samples  taken  at  random,  and  exercised  supervision  of  tne  methods 
of  production  in  a general  way.  It  is  a pleasure  to  record  tne  great 
improvement  in  cleanliness  in  milk  production  that  has  taken  piace 
in  the  past  fifteen  years. 

SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  notifiable

DR.  FAIRWEATHER'S  SUMMARY  OF  THE  SURVEY  OF  WATER 
REQUIREMENTS  SUBMITTED  TO  THE  COUNCIL  BY 
MR.  A.  BROOKSBANK,  M.Inst.C.E.,  M.Inst.W.E., 

ON  SEPTEMBER  24th,  1945. 


REQUIREMENTS. 

To  provide  an  adequate  piped  supply  to  as  many  houses  and 
farms  in  the  area  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of  public  health  and 
with  a view  to  increasing  amenities  and  developing  fully  the  agri- 
cultural resources  of  the  district.  Special  reference  to  be  given  to 
the  southern  portion  of  the  district.  The  district  contains  4,696 
people,  and  17,581  cattle  and  1,470  houses,  including  480  farms. 

A 70  per  cent,  margin  is  allowed  above  the  present  farm 
requirements.  Allowance  is  made  for  a 26  per  cent,  increase  of 
population.  Calculations  based  on  consumption  of  15-25  gallons 
per  day  per  person  (on  assumption  that  centred  communities  will 
eventually  be  sewered)  and  about  15  gallons  per  day  per  head  of 
cattle.  Future  needs  are  thus  estimated  at  a total  for  the  district 
of:  126,550  gallons  per  day  for  the  inhabitants  and  267,500  gallons 
per  day  for  the  farms  and  cattle,  totalling  394,0150  gallons  per  day. 

The  whole  district  is  a large  scattered  area  of  83,272  acres 
with  levels  ranging  from  300  feet  and  500  feet  in  the  valleys  to  more 
than  1,500  feet  in  the  mountainous  region  in  the  north,  and  con- 
taining centred  communities  in  the  valleys,  but  the  whole  airea  being 
chiefly  agricultural,  dotted  with  scattered  farms  up  to  levels  of  900- 
1,000  feet.  But  as  Mr.  BrooksbanE  adds:  “There  can  be  few  rural 
districts  where  the  natural  resources  are  so  great.”  It  contains 
the  catchment  areas  of  the  Fylde  Water  Board  and  of  the  Corpora- 
tions of  Preston,  Blackburn  and  Clitheroe.  Cost  is  estimated  at 
£77,500 — £7,500  for  northern  part  of  district  and  £70,000  for 
southern  part — .plus  that  of  acquiring  existing  supplies  by  negotia- 
tion or.  if  necessary,  by  the  compulsory  powers  granted  by  the 
Water  Act  (1945).

SCHEME  A. 

From  Waddington  Springs  and  Tagglesmire  Springs. 

1 — The  Waddington  Fell  springs  consist  of  a number,  just  east  of 
the  Moorcock  Inn  and  H miles  north  of  the  village.  They  are  at  a 
height  of  760  feet  above  sea  level.  The  water  is  of  most  excep- 
tional purity  (no  bacillus  coli  in  100  c.c.  of  water)  and  is  entirely 
suitable  in  guality  and  quantity  (22i9,000  gallons  per  day  dry  weather 
yield  is  estimated)  These  springs  are  the  main  source  of  the 
stream  that  flows  through  the  village  of  Waddington,  but  this  stream 
is  fed  by  other  smaller  tributaries  in  addition. 


2 — Two  Tagglesmire  springs  situate  about  1,000  yards  further  east 
at  a level  of  1,020  feet,  yield  36,000  gahons  a day.  Chlorination  of 
this  small  supply  may  be  necessary. 

The  total  dry  weather  yield  of  the  above  combined  sources  is 
therefore  265,000  gallons  per  day.

In  a dry  time  there  is  thus  a margin  of  85,000  gallons  per  day 
provided  by  these  Waddington  Fell  springs  after  allowing  maximum 
supplies  to  the  whole  of  the  southern  area,  including  Bashall  Eaves 
and  Paythorne  ( which  for  very  many  years  have  occasioned  concern 
to  the  Council  because  of  the  scarcity  and  pollution  of  their  su^ 
plies),  and  after  giving  a supplementary  supply  to  Rimington,  in 
case  that  supply  needs  augmentation  later.

No  pumping  would  be  required  unless  those  72  farms  in  this* 
southern  part  of  our  district  which  are  above  the  level  of  the 
proposed  main  or  too  remote  (more  than  one  mile  from  the  main) 
were  brought  in.  If  brought  in,  these  72  farms  would  use  a further 
52.0(X)  gallons  per  day,  but  even  so  there  would  still  be  a dry  weather 
margin  of  32,{)0i0  gallons  per  day.  It  is  reported,  however,  that  only 
four  out  of  these  72  farms  have  a general  shortage  of  water.  Five 
others  suffer  from  a seasonal  shortage  an(l  five  from  .an  occasional

shortage.  Some  of  these  m^ght  be  supplied  by  a small  pump  or 
by  a tank  which  might  fill  in  me  night  when  pressures  are  higher., 
Presumably  the  supplies  of  tne  remaining  58  of  the  72  farms 
omitted  from  the  scheme  are  adequate. 

For  suitable  distribution,  and  to  avoid  excessive  pressures,  the 
area  would  be  divided  into  a High  Levei  zone  and  a Low  Level  zone. 
The  Low  Level  zone  would  supply  Waddington  Village,  West  Bradford, 
Grindleton  and  Sawley  (total  67,610  gallons  per  day),  whilst 
the  High  Level  zone  would  supply  the  remainder  of  this  southern 
portion  of  our  district  (1,12,660  gallons  per  day). 

There  would  he  service  reservoirs  at  each  zone. 

It  is  estimated  that  it  would  take  about  two  years  to  complete 
Scheme  A,  and  that  it  would  be  likely  to  satisfy  the  domestic  and 
agricultural  needs  of  the  area  for  all  time. 

Obviously  a small  population  such  as  ours,  where  a penny 
rate  only  produces  £148  13s.  Od.  per  annum,  could  not  contemplate 
a scheme  of  £70,000;  but  the  scheme  should  be  eligible  for  grants 
from  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  With  a consumption  of  180,270  gallons  per  day  (of  which 
101,670  would  be  for  agricultural  purposes)  there  would,  of  course, 
be  a very  considerable  income  through  water  charges. 


SCHEME  B. 

From  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Waterworks  of 
Clitheroe  Corporation  on  Grindleton  Fell. 

Supplies  to  be  bought  in  bulk  from  Clitheroe  Corporation, 
based  on  proposed  work  at  present  in  exploratory  stage.  Probably 
a number  of  years  will  elapse  before  completion, 

Bashall  Eaves  and  Wa.ddlngton  would  have  to  be  supplied  from 
Waddington  as  in  Scheme  A.  The  rest  of  the  southern  portion  of 
the  district  would  be  supplied  as  in  Scheme  A but  from  the  Clitheroe 
supply. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  schemes  would  be  identical. 

Although  there  is  no  information  on  the  point,  it  is  presumed 
that  a Filtration  Riant  would  be  used  and  that  the  operational  head 
would  be  about  625  feet  as  against  about  760  feet  for  Scheme  A. 

As  against  an  estimated  cost  of  £70,000  for  Scheme  A,  the 
estimated  cost  for  Scheme  B would  be  £54,500  (excluding  in  both 
cases  the  cost  of  acquisition  by  negotiation,  or  under  the  Water  Act 
1945.  of  existing  schemes  and  private  supplies). 

But  there  would  be  an  annual  cost  for  the  purchase  of  water 
from  Clitheroe  Corporation  of,  say,  eventually  126,000  gallons  per 
day  (after  excluding  Waddington  and  Bashall  Eaves,  on  a separate 
supply). 

The  price  at  which  this  125,000  gallons  per  day  would  have 
to  'be  purchased  is  obviously  a very  relevant  factor  in  comparing 
the  economics  of  the  two  Schemes  A and  B. 
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So  although  the  capital  cost  of  Scheme  B shows  a reduction 
of  approximately  £15,500  on  Scheme  A,  there  has  to  be  set  off 
against  this  a continuing  annual  charge  tor  water;  and  if  Sclieme  B 
were  adopted,  then  even  in  dry  weather  174,000  gallons  per  day 
would  be  running  to  waste  down  Waddington  Brook,  whilst  water 
in  lieu  was  being  purchased. 

FORMATION  OF  A JOINT  WATER  BOARD. 

Mr  Brooksbank  envisages  this  as  an  alternative  to  Scheme  A 
and  B,  saying  that  another  view  point  would  be  to  regard  that  part 
ot  ‘the  Bcwiand  District  which  requires  a supply  jointly  with  the 
need  of  Clitheroe  Corporation  to  obtain  additional  supplies.  This 
would  necessitate  the  formation  of  a Jomt  Water  Board  which 
could  supply  and  distribute  water  to  Clitheroe  Corporation  and 
Bowland  Rural  District,  charging  them  accordingly.  Cltiheroe 
would  thus  obtain  supplies  earlier  than  their  present  project  will 
allow,  as  it  is  some  years  before  Bowland  District  will  need  the 
surplus  of  .the  Waddington  Fell  spring. 

“ Technically,”  he  concludes,  “ the  formation  of  a Joint 
Water  Board  has  advantages,  but  whether  such  advantages  would 
be  outweighed  by  any  economic  disadvantages  cannot  be  conjectured 
at  the  present  stage  until  the  possibilities  of  such  a Joint  Water 
Board  have  been  fully  explored.” 


The  Council,  after  consideration,  favoured  Scheme  A,  and 
submitted  the  proposals  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  asking 
for  their  support.  I understand  a copy  qJL  Mr.  Brooksbank’s  report 
was  also  received  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Clitheroe  Corpora- 
tion. Negotiations  were  later  opened  with  the  Owners  of  the  private 
supply  at  Waddington. 

As  about  £0OjOOO  of  the  £70,00  estimated  in  Scheme  A is  for 
the  distribution  system,  which  will  be  required  in  any  event,  (and 
for  the  most  part  is  identical  with  the  distribution  system  of  Scheme 
B),  there  would  seem  to  be  a case  for  adopting  Scheme  A forthwith 
and  considering  at  a later  date  the  question  of  linking  the  system  up 
with  the  Clitheroe  scheme,  when  that  project  is  more  advanced.
